The water wlQ rise higher in 
the smaller tubea thaa la the larger, 
and It will ba higher at Ihe aldee of 
the tuba thaa la the middle. This la 
due to tha proaaare of the air on the 
aurfaoa of tha water, and to what Is 
known aa aapHlary attnMttoa. thU last 
canalag tha walar to flaa oa tha aldee 
of the tnba.

and aa eaaetly oppoalte effect la pro
